PINE BLUFF. Ark. (API—Only 


one Negro child registered for in- 
tegrated classes today as the Dol- 
larway School Board signed up 
first graders under a new deseg- 
regation plan which has tentative 
approval of a federal court. 


Pupils with names starting with 


letters A-M registered today. The 
N- names will be registered to- 
morrow. 


Samuel Wayne Cato, 5, son of 


Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd Cato, was 
registered by his mother. The 
boy's father is a self-employed 
electrician. 


No crowd gathered in contrast 


to last year when segregationists 
heckled parents of three Negro 
children who sought to enter the 
first grade at Dollarway. 


The Dollarway School Board is 


putting into effect .a desegrega- 
tion "plan which has the tentative 
approval of U. S. District Judge 
J. Smith Henley of Little Rock. 
However, Henley has ordered a 
report by July 15 on how the 
board applied the plan during 
^registration. 


The board told Henley it would 


attempt to assign students to the 
school parents select if such as 
signment does not conflict with 
Arkansas pupil placement laws. 


Henley expressed some concern 


because the board did not volun- 
teer to expand integration at the 
second grade level, but he did not 
order the board to consider sec- 
end grade applications. 


One Negro child, Delores Jean 


York, 6, will be eligible to attend 
the second grade at Dollarway. 
She was admitted last year under 
.an old desegregation plan later in- 
validated by the 8th U. S. Circuit 
•Court of Appeals.

Ruling in Csae 
Planned by Judge 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - U. S. 


District Judge Gordon E. Young 
today withheld a ruling on just 
how he should carry out an 8th 
U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals di- 
rective for a speed-up in Little 
Rock school integration. 


Young told opposing lawyers 


after an hour-long hearing that he 
would hand down an order some- 
time this week. 


He said he probably wouldn't 


go all the way with either side in 
their opposing views on how the 


appeals court order should be im- 
plemented. 


Young, a one-tune president of 


the Pine Bluff School Board, said 
he wasn't going to try to super- 
vise individual school board acts. 
He said it would be an impossible 
task and would hinder rather than 
help. 


Before today's hearing, Wiley 


A. Branton of Pine Bluff, who 
represents the Negro plaintiffs m 
the long-pending case, filed a pro- 
posed decree which would require 
the Little Rock School Board to 
assign pupils by attendance areas 
only. 


Board attorneys asked for a 


general order directing "affirma- 
tive action to carry out the inte- 
gration plan as implemented by 
the proper application of the pu- 
pil assignment law of Arkansas." 


Under the assignment law resi- 


dence is only one of a number of 
factors involved 
in designating 


which schools pupils shall attend. 


Branton also has asked for in- 


tegration of junior high schools 
next fall. 


Last Thursday night the board 


voted to place 25 Negroes.in four 
of t.he city's five white junior high 
schools.
